The new. regulations contain several 
provision intended to render more offec- 
tive the service of wireless telegraphy ia 
cases of distress at sea. 


Ships will in future be required to 


provide an auxiliary source of power able |. 


to work the wireless epparatus for at 
least: six hours, This. emergency installe- 
tion. must be placed in as‘secure a ‘posi- 
tion as possible and must be entirely self- 
contained, 0 that an accident to the ship 
which stops the working of the ship’s 
engines need not afiect the wireless ap- 
paoratus. : “ 
Steps. haye also been taken’ to lessen the 


‘| danger of distress calls going unheard by 


laying down rules as to attendance on 
the wireless apparatus in various classes 
of ships, On ships of the first class a 
permanent watch will be. required, and 
in thin case two fully qualified. operators 
al least must be carried. On ships of 
the second class, where permanent 
watch is not considered practicable, the 
operator must listen during the first ten 
minutes of every. hour, In the smallest 
ships (fishing ‘boats, ete.) no regular 
periods of watch are prescribed. Each 
Government, in giving a licence ‘to a ship 
to carry wireless apparatus, will deter. 
mine in which of these three clases it 
is to be placed. 

Rules have atso been made for both ship 
and shore stations to suspend work and 
to listen’ at the end of cach quarter of 
an hour, in cases where it is. likely that 
distress calls’ might otherwise . not’ he 
heard, : : 

To prevent confusion the ship in dis- 
‘tress will jn future have control over the 
wireless working of all stations in its 
vicinity, while the operators on every 
ship are now specifically placed under 
the authority of the enxptain. 

Provision has been made for’ giving 
priority of transmission to weather re- 
ports and for keeping coast stations: sup- 
plied with weathor forecasts for com- 
munication to ships on demand. . 

In order to prevent confusion in work- 
ing, the Regulations adopted at the Ber- 
lin Conference required ships to com- 


}municate with the nearest shore station. 


Various proposals were: made for modify- 
ing this regulation so ay to allow com- 
munication between a ship ond_@ station 
which lis not the nearest," Thesé pro- 
posals gave rise to considerable discus- 
sion; and a regulation was finally adopted

JALLEGED FURCHASE. OF THE INDO-CHINS FLEET 
BY THE BRITISH INDIA COMPANY, 


The cable published in the papers froin 
Tokyo, says the Financial News, giving 
currency to a rumour that the British 


India Steam Navigation Company  pro- J. 


poses to purchase the ansets of the Indo- 
China Steam Navigation Company, lacks 
confirmation ; nevertheless, there is suffi- 
cient prima Jucte evidence to indicate that 
tho statement is probably correct. Owing 


‘to the nature of their businoss, the two 


companies could undoubtedly be combined 
with advantages to both, while there is 
the. further fact that the British India 
Steam Navigation Company has recently 
been adding to jts liquid resources in a 
manner which hag aroused comment in 
the highest: financial circles, there being 
no’ apparent reason for tho directors’ 
policy. Thus it is only @ very short time 
sinco £1,000,000 was raised on Four and 
a-Half per Cent, Debenture stock, while 
the last report, issued two months ago,
